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Public Finance Statistics 


Any discussion of Canadian public finance 
statistics must, of necessity consider the 
subject under three broad headings: (a) 
Dominion finance, (b) Provincial finance and, 
(c) Municipal finance. It is one of the major 
functions of the Bureau of Statistics to gather 
and compile data on all three sections of 
public finance and thus present to the people 
of this country, through its various publi- 
cations, what might be described as a ‘‘con- 
solidated statement”’ of the financial position 
of all taxing authorities in the Dominion. 

Governments, like private corporations and 
businesses, issue financial statements and 
reports in greater or lesser detail. However, 
as the governments themselves vary in size, 
organization and responsibility so also do their 
published reports. These, of course, are 
predicted upon the budgetary and accounting 
systems employed, and since the latter are 
designed primarily to conform with statutory 
provisions and requirements and reflect mainly 
governmental administration systems, or 
departmental responsibilities for services, the 
results are not homogeneously suitable to 
statistical needs. 

While the public finance statistics published 
by the Bureau are based on such official reports 
or documents, supplemented with additional 
information when necessary, it must provide 
consistent statistics for all levels of government 
on a national scale. There must be a standard 
framework based on the common nature of 
similar activities, items and transactions rather 
than according to the numerous practices, 
terms and principles employed by individual 
governments. Common terms and definitions 
and uniform classifications must be applied 
to produce useful summations of data. These 
would be meaningless otherwise because of 
the lack of comparability in the scope and 
coverage of individual reports, in the account- 
ing terms, definitions and classifications used 
therein, and in some instances also in the 
principles followed such as in accounting for 
the transactions of current (or income) account 
and capital account. 

Thus while based on official reports, the 
statistics published by the Bureau represent a 
recasting of information to obtain complete 
coverage including all public units such as 


independent offices, autonomous agencies and 
others of a similar character which are not 
consolidated in the budget accounts of the 
governmental units proper, to correct for 
omissions and for deductions of revenues 
(or receipts) from expenditures or vice versa in 
the main accounts published, and to present 
the data according to pre-determined statistical 
categories. 

In connection with the financial statistics of 
the federal government there is, of course, no 
difficulty of collection or compilation. The 
details supplied to the Bureau of Statistics 
annually by the Department of Finance and 
the Bureau publishes it together with com- 
parative data for previous years in The Canada 
Year Book. 


With regard to both provincial and municipal 
financial statistics the situation has been very 
different. Both the tremendous importance of 
the subject and the difficulties which would 
be encountered were very early recognized. 
The first annual report of the Dominion 
Statistician, covering the fiscal year ended 


March 31, 1919, stated that the public accounts 
of the various provinces as then issued varied 
considerably from each other and that even 
when terminology was the same there was a 
difference in connotation. The report noted 
the need for comparability of data and pro- 
mised to attempt some correlation by applying 
a uniform schedule to the several series of 
accounts. 

Turning to municipal statistics the report 
indicated that the problem was more com- 
plicated since there was little or no uniformity 
even between municipalities in the same 
province. As a beginning it was indicated that 
the Dominion would by direct communication 
with them, collect statistics from a fixed 
group of municipalities. 


The history of the Bureau’s efforts to present 
complete and coherent data on public finance 
through the last thirty years is the story of 
its efforts to achieve the objectives outlined in 
the report quoted above, plus the story of the 
achievements of the Rowell-Sirois commission 
in presenting to the government an adequate 
description of the intricacies and interde- 
pendencies of Dominion, Provincial and Mu- 
nicipal finances. 








Rowell-Sirois Commission 


This commission, appointed by order-in- 
council August 14, 1937, to enquire into 
Dominion-Provincial relations devoted, as was 
natural, most of its time and the expenditure 
of most of the funds allotted to it to a study of 
the financial relationship between the Dominion 
and its constituent provinces with considerable 
subsidiary study of the financial relationships 
between provinces and their municipalities. 


So exhaustive were the studies of this com- 
mission, that the Bureau of Statistics volun- 
tarily withdrew from analysis of public finan- 
cial statistics while the commission was in 
being, realizing that the material would 
always be available and that any attempt 
on the part of the Bureau to compile its own 
material would only result in duplication of 
data and unnecessary work for those provincial 
officers whose functions it was to supply it. 


The Rowell-Sirois commission reported to 
the government in 1940 with its financial 
statistics as complete as was practicable to 
the year 1939. During the year 1941, in order 
to prepare for the Dominion-Provincial con- 
ference, the staff of experts who had been 
employed by the Rowell-Sirois commission 
were, as far as possible, re-assembled in order 
that statistical compilations might be extended 
to that provincial fiscal year ending closest to 
December 31, 1940. 


The Bureau of Statistics resumed its work in 
the field of public financial statistics in 1940 
and did so on a greatly enhanced scale. The 
schedules, classifications and work methods 
of the Rowell-Sirois commission were, in so 
far as they were applicable, retained by the 
Bureau and these, modified by the results of 
subsequent experience are the bases of the 
Bureau’s work today when, because of the 
larger amounts involved and increasing govern- 
mental performance of functions which only 
a few years ago would not have been thought 
to come within its purview, data on public 
finance and full information concerning it is 
of paramount importance to all Canadians. 


Provincial Financial Statistics 


As was noted above there was until com- 
paratively recently little or no uniformity, one 
province to another, in the statistical data 
each presents in its Provincial Treasurer annual 
report. Nevertheless the Bureau of Statistics 
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between its creation in its present form in 1918 
and 1933 took these reports and so analyzed 
them as to present a compilation of provincial 
data in such form as would permit of some 
comparability. Based on this analysis an 
annual report was published by the Bureau 
discussing provincial financial statistics. It 
was admittedly unsatisfactory and far from 
a complete review of the subject. 


A conference of Dominion-Provincial prime 
ministers held in Ottawa in January, 1933, 
primarily to discuss matters arising out of the 
depression and the consequent need for relief 
payments recommended that ‘*The Dominion 
Statistician should communicate with the 
Treasurers and statisticians of the various 
provinces with a view to securing uniformily 
classified statistical information’. It was 
recognized that only if this were achieved 
could any realistic division of relief burdens be 
brought about. 


As a result of this resolution correspondence 
was entered into between the Minister of 
Trade and Commerce, and the various prov- 
inces which resulted in the calling of the 
first Conference on Statistics of Provincial 
Government Finance in Ottawa in September, 
1933. It was attended by representatives of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, The Dominion 
Department of Finance and the Treasury 
departments of the various provinces. The 
conference was held at the technical rather 
than the policy making level and thus could 
recommend rather than adopt certain lines of 
action. Wide areas of agreement were estab- 
lished and many of the recommendations 
were almost immediately adopted. It can 
fairly be said this conference marked a new 
era in the presentation of Provincial financial 
statistics and that since it was held more and 
more material has been made available to the 
Bureau of Statistics and through it to the 
people of Canada. 


This conference was, of course, intended to 
be only the precursor of others which would be 
called as need was indicated. However the 
appointment of the Rowell-Sirois commission 
and the subsequent outbreak of war combined 
to postpone the calling of a further conference 
until 1943. Since that date they have been 
called biennially and continuing committees 
have been set up to examine problems either 
left unsettled by conferences themselves or 
which have arisen between conferences. 
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As a result of these meetings and other steps 
taken by the provinces it is now possible for the 
Bureau of Statistics to publish annually 
Financial Statistics of Provincial Governments 
which presents a coherent and understandable 
picture of the revenues, expenditures, bases of 
taxation, net and gross debts of each province 
in such form that the financial position of 
each can be compared to that of any of the 
others and further to present a composite 
picture of the economic health of all provinces 
combined. There is, of course, no intention to 
discontinue, in the foreseeable, future holding 
of these conferences. Much yet remains to be 
achieved. 


Municipal Financial Statistics 


Concomitantly with the improvement in the 
gathering of financial statistics from the 
various provinces there was an improvement in 
the work of gathering statistics in the much 
more complicated matter of municipal finan- 
ces. Following its establishment the Bureau 
undertook to obtain, by direct communication 
with the financial officers of them, financial 
statistical data from municipalities of a certain 
population groups. This method of obtaining 
data was obviously inefficient. The Bureau’s 
schedules were prepared with the advice and 
assistance of provincial authorities but, more 
often than not, did not readily lend them- 
selves to the peculiarities of the accounting 
systems of the various municipalities. As a 
result there was need for considerable re- 
assembling of data, analysis of financial state- 
ments, etc., which placed a heavy load on the 
shoulders of the municipal officers who had to 
make the returns to the Bureau. 


The conference of 1933 on provincial statis- 
tics, recommended that a meeting be held to 
deal with the problem of co-ordinating munic- 
ipal Statistics. This recommendation was 
reinforced by similar ones from the Canadian 
Federation of Mayors and from the Municipal 
Finance Officers’ Association of Canada and 
the United States. As a result of these repre- 
sentations a conference was called in July, 
1937, which resulted in a complete overhaul 
of the methods previously used. Henceforth 
it was decided the data would be gathered by 
the provincial departments of municipal affairs 
and relayed to the Bureau of Statistics. 


Two further conferences were held in 1940 
when it was decided that a Manual of Instruc- 
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tions on the preparation of revenue, expendi- 
ture and balance sheet statements should be 
prepared for the guidance of all municipal 
finance officials. This was printed and given 
very wide circulation throughout the various 
provinces although adoption of all its sugges- 
tions has not yet been made compulsory by all 
provinces. The manual is being revised, will be 
reprinted this year. At the same time the 1940 
conference recommended the preparation of 
a dictionary of Municipal Accounting Termi- 
nology. This was prepared and is now in 
general use. 


Further conferences were held in 1947 and 
1948 and at both these as at the earlier ones 
continuing committees were appointed to deal 
further with matters left open between 
meetings. As a result of this work it is now 
possible for the Bureau to publish annually 
Financial Statistics of Municipal Governments. 


To sum up: It may now be said that the 
Bureau is in a position to present to the people 
of Canada annual statements showing the 
gross income and expenditure of all govern- 
mental organizations authorized to raise funds 
by taxation. This material is of tremendous 
importance to the various taxing bodies them- 
selves and to many other groups of Canadians. 
Investors both private and public use it to 
determine the propriety of purchasing munic- 
ipal, provincial or even federal bonds. It is 
also used as a basis for establishing the financial 
relations between municipalities and their 
provincial governments and similar relations 
between the Dominion and its component 
provinces. 


No studies of the economic budget of the 
nation would be complete without due account 
being given to the role of governments and 
their finances. Public finance data is an 
essential component in the construction of 
national income accounts and in estimating 
gross national production and national expend- 
iture, as well as for other ‘‘social’’ accounting 
studies. 


In recent years, further emphasis has been 
added to the need for more comprehensive 
statistics of public finance for international 
purposes such as their use by governments and 
others in considering the effects of govern- 
mental financial activities on economic vari- 
ables such as prices, monetary circulation and 
national income. 
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Current Economic Conditions 


The trend in Canada’s economy appears to 
be heading irregularly upward towards the 
higher levels usually expected in the summer 
and autumn months. Industrial production 
for the month of May continued to move to 
new highs with the general index of production 
standing at 187.0, an increase of .9 over the 
revised April figure of 186.1. Although in- 
creases did not occur in all industries, the 
subindexes show substantial increases in 
such items as the production of pig iron, 
which rose from 264.8 in April to 290.4 in 
May, an increase of 9.7 percent, and also in 
the production of non-durable manufactures, 
where the figure rose from 178.2 to 190.6 for 
April and May respectively, an increase of 
approximately seven percent. 


Offsetting these increases to some extent 
were the declines in the subindex for durable 
manufactures which fell slightly to 221.9 
from the April figure of 225.5 and in the pro- 
duction of sugar which dropped from 190.6 in 
April to 167.8 in May, a shrinkage of 12 percent. 


The Cost-of-Living index reached an all 
time high between May 2 and June 1 when 
the figure rose from 159.5 to 160.5, a gain of a 
full point. This was nine-tenths of a point 
above the previous high attained in October 
and November of last year when the index 
stood at 159.6. The increase was attributable 
to an increase in the subindex of food which 
moved 3.4 points during the month to reach 
202.9. This mark is still below the high of 
205.4 attained in October, 1948. The sub- 
indexes for fuel, light and home furnishings 
were contradictory to the main index in that 
they recorded slight declines, with the other 
subindexes remaining unchanged. 


Wholesale prices of industrial materials for 
June continued to decline as has been the 
trend since the first of this year. The June 
monthly average of the weekly index number 
was 147.7 as compared with 149.9 in May. 
This is probably due, in part at least, to the 
high volume of production which has prevailed 
in recent months. The June figure was 5.8 
points below that for the corresponding month 
of the previous year when the index stood at 
153.4. 


On the other hand the index of wholesale 
prices of farm products continued to increase, 
again following a trend that has been notice- 
able since the turn of the year. The figure 
rose from 147.6 in May to 149.7 in June, this 
however, is still below the figure reported for 
the corresponding month of 1948 when this 
index reached a level of 153.7. The indexes for 
both industrial materials and Canadian farm 
products are on a 1926 = 100 base. 


The number of claimants on the live unem- 
ployment register continues to decline with 
the May total standing at 95.8 thousand per- 
sons as compared with April’s total of 134.5 
thousand. The decline month to month was 
thus approximately 29 percent. The May 
figure is, however, considerably above that 
for the same month last year when 71 thousand 
claimants for unemployment insurance were 
registered. 


Construction of Dwelling Units 


An estimated 7,374 new dwelling units were 
completed during the month of May according 
to the most recent survey of the construction 
industry. This total exceeds by more than 
17 percent the completions in May, 1948, 
which totalled 6,284. The comparative figure 
for April last was 7,251. The cumulative total 
of completions for the first five months of the 
current year is 32,451 while that for the similar 
period of 1948 was 24,582. There has, therefore, 
been an increase in completed dwellings one 
year to the next of almost 33 percent. 


New dwelling units, not completed but 
under construction totalled 53,533 as of May 
31 last, compared with 44,572 at May 31, 1948, 
and starts during the month numbered 12,809 
compared with 11,407 during the same month 
of last year, and 8,466 during April, 1949. The 
cumulative total of starts since the beginning 
of the year stood at 29,671 as compared with 
26,359 for the same period of the previous year. 


From the type of dwellings being built it 
would appear probable that approximately 
28 percent of the total are being constructed 
for rental purposes and that the remainder 
will be owner occupied. This is an increase in 
owner occupancy over the previous year since 
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it was estimated that of the dwellings com- 
pleted in the first five months of last year, 
32 percent would be offered for rental. 


Canadian Farm Income 


A preliminary estimate by the Bureau of 
Statistics indicates that Canadian farmers 
received in cash income from the sale of farm 
products during the first quarter of 1949 a 
total of $406 million as compared with $380 
million for the first quarter of 1948 and $333 
million for the similar period of 1947. There 
were therefore increases in income of 6.9 per- 
cent and 21.7 percent over the previous years. 


The estimate is based on reports of mar- 
ketings and the prices received by farmers for 
these marketings of principal farm products 
and are subject to some revision as more 
detail becomes available. The estimate includes 
income from the amounts paid out as grain 
participation, adjusting and equalizing pay- 
ments and amounts received by the farmers 
from Dominion and Provincial governments 
as subsidies to prices, since these must be 
considered as part of the return from the sale 
of farm products. Payments under the pro- 
visions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act 
do not fall into this category and are therefore 
not included in the estimate. 


Compared with a year ago, cash income from 
the sale of field crops was up more than 20 
percent in the first quarter of this year with the 
total payment standing at $134 million. This 
increase can be largely attributed to an increase 
in the volume of marketings of the five prin- 
cipal grains although in the case of wheat a 
higher price was a contributing factor. Income 
from the sale of field crops for the first quarter 
of 1948 was $109 million and for the same 
period of 1947 $140 million. 


Income from the sale of live stock, January- 
March of this year, is estimated to have 
totalled $264 million, virtually unchanged 
from that of the same period of 1948 but 
considerably above the $188 million for the 
corresponding portion of 1947. With the 
exception of beef cattle and calves, marketing 
volume was down this year as against last and 
this volume shrinkage was offset by higher 
prices, with the index of live-stock prices 
indicating an overall price increase of more 
than 20 percent. 
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Recent U.S. Developments 


Unseasonable weather has resulted in sharp 
drops in estimates of the current United States 
wheat crop. Whereas earlier estimates had 
indicated that a record crop was in prospect 
the most recent survey forecasts that this 
year’s crop will be 1,189 million bushels, eight 
percent below the 1,288 million bushels har- 
vested last year. However, even this year’s 
yield will be 20 percent above the yearly 
average of 992 million bushels. 


The most recent estimate is lower by 148 
million bushels than that reported on June 1, 
1949. The reduction is attributable to losses 
suffered since that date in the more important 
wheat producting states. Favourable condi- 
tions continue to exist in the east north 
central states but in the southern great plain 
states of Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas exces- 
sive wet weather during the harvest period 
has resulted in lower yields than were expected. 
In contrast the northern plain states and the 
pacific northwest states report that due to 
excessive drought the yields in these areas 
will be considerably lower than was earlier 
estimated. 


United States steel mills were scheduled to 
operate at 78.3 percent of capacity during 
the week ending July 22, this is 0.5 percent 
higher than for the previous week but is a 
decline of 15.9 percent from last year when 
for the corresponding week operations were at 
93.1 percent of capacity. 


The American Steel Institute reports that 
there was a decline of just over one million 
tons of steel production in June compared 
with May and that operations in the former 
month at 82.2 percent of capacity produced 
6.5 million tons of steel. Production for the 
first half of 1949, due to high production in the 
earlier part of the year was 2.8 million tons 
above that of the first half of 1948. The cumu- 
lative totals were 45.9 and 43.1 for each of the 
two half yearly periods. 


The automobile industry established a new 
post-war record for production, the highest 
since 1929, when during the week ended July 
16, there were 155,350 units completed, includ- 
ing all types of automobile vehicles. The 
comparative figures for the previous week and 
the corresponding week of the previous year 
were 118,600 and 120,740 respectively. 
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Recent reports indicate a substantial decline 
in the dollar value of retail trade in the United 
States as compared with a year ago. Depart- 
ment store sales for the week ending July 9 
were seven percent below those of a year ago 
and the cumulative total for the four last 
available weeks was eight percent below that 
of the same period of 1948. Independent 
retailers fared slightly better with dollar value 
of sale slipping two percent in June as com- 
pared with May and four percent below the 
figure for June of 1948. 


The U.S. Bureau of Employment Security 
reported that there were 334 thousand new 
claims for unemployment compensation during 
the week ending July 9 and that the list con- 
tained two million continuing claims. Secretary 
of Commerce Sawyer has made public plans 
for a nation wide survey of business con- 
ditions. When this has been completed its 
findings and recommendations will be turned 
over to a 20-man committee, appointed by 
the President, which will be responsible for 
directing federal policy so as to relieve regional 
unemployment. Governmental purchases and 
new public works will also be so placed as to 
assist those regions which apparently suffer 
most severely from unemployment problems. 
Present indications are that the New England 
states where recent shut downs in textile and 
other plants have created a serious regional 
condition will be among the first areas to bene- 
fit from the proposed scheme. 


In contrast to the Canadian scene there 
appears to be a let-up in the tempo of new 
dwelling construction. During the first six 
months of this year an estimated 450 thousand 
new units were started as compared with 
478 thousand in the first six months of 1948. 
Of some significance is the fact that included 
in the new dwelling units started in 1949 are 
20,200 which are publicly financed. The 
comparative figure for the same period in 1948 
was six thousand. 


Retail Trade Increases 


The dollar value of Canadian retail sales 
during the month of May, 1949, amounted to 
$654 million as compared with $615 million 
for the same month of the previous year, an 
increase of 6.3 percent. During the first five 
months of 1949 the cumulative total of the 


dollar value of retail sales was $2,870 million 
while the comparative figure for the same 
period in 1948 was $2,671 million, the increase 
1949 from 1948 being 7.4 percent. 


In light of the fact that the retail prices 
index (commodities only) increased from May 
1948 to May 1949 by only 5.1 percent it is 
probable that the increase in dollar value of 
sales of 6.3 percent from May 1948 to May 1949 
represents not only the price increase but 
some slight increase in the volume of retail 
trading. 


May retail sales at $654 million were slightly 
lower than those of April which were valued at 
$673 million, a 2.8 percent decline. This decli- 
ne is undoubtedly attributable to the fact that 
with Easter Sunday falling on April 17 most of 
the Easter buying was done during that month 
and to the further fact that April had five 
Saturdays (the traditional buying day) while 
May had only four. 


Regionally the greatest gains in May 1949 
over May 1948 occurred in Ontario, Alberta and 
British Columbia with increases of 8.7 percent, 
14.4 percent and 8.7 percent respectively. 
Saskatchewan with a drecrease of 0.4 percent 
was the only province not showing an increase 
one month over the other. 


On a five month cumulative basis the three 
prairie provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta continue to show remarkable 
advances over the similar period of the previous 
year with dollar value gains of 13.9 percent, 
17.8 percent and 21.7 percent respectively. 


Revenue Car Loadings 


Car loadings of revenue freight for the week 
ending July 16 numbered 73,181 cars. This was 
an increase of 245 cars over the previous week 
but a decline of 4,548 cars or 5.8 percent from 
the figures for the corresponding week of 1948. 
By commodity loaded the chief declines were: 
pulpwood off 2,593 cars to 3,597 from 6,190; 
lumber off 900 cars to 3,870 from 4,770; gasoline 
off 734 cars to 4,462 from 5,196; building 
materials off 653 cars to 5,055 from 5,708. 


The cumulative total for the first 28 weeks of 
the current year was 2,011,824 cars compared 
with 2,088,592 for the corresponding period of 
the previous year, a decline of 76,768 cars of 
3.2 percent.
